Berun, Feb. 24 (A5)—Today is 
the Nazi Movement’s 18 th birth­ 
day and an important one for 
millions of Adolf Hitler’s follow­ 
ers in Germany , Austria and 
Czechoslovakia. 
It was on Feb. 24, 1920, that 
Hitler in the now famed Hof 
Brau Haus in Munich formally 
announced creation of the Na­ 
tional SociaUst German Work­ 
ers’ party and proclaimed to an 
audience of 2,000 the party pro­ 
gram of 25 points. 
The first of those points was : 
“We demand union of all Ger­ 
mans in great Germany on the 
basis of the right of self-deter­ 
mination of the peoples.” 
So it was with keen interest 
that Nazis of the three countries 
waited for tonight’s speech by 
the Austrian Chancellor Schusch­ 
nigg—to hear his story of the 
Berchtescaden meeting with Hit­ 
ler which gave Nazis first import­ 
ant concessions in Austria. 
A concert organized in Berlin 
for the benefit of distressed Su­ 
deten (South) Germans of Czec­ 
hoslovakia was the follow-up pro­ 
gram after 
the 
Schuschnigg 
broadcast, with the Czech Pro- 
Nazi leader, Konrad, Hemlein, as 
guest. 
Fuehrer Hitler himself was 
the honor guest at Munich’s an­ 
nual Nazi birthday celebration 
in the Hof Brau Haus. 
The combination was of in­ 
tense interest to foreign circles— 
Schuschnigg speaking to aU cen­ 
tral Europe on the new status of 
Austrian-German relations, Hit­ 
ler speaking to his Nazi veterans 
in Munich, and the Czech Hem­ 
lein in Berlin—all on the Naz 
party ’s 18 th brthday . 
Some diplomats here, who con­ 
sider the new British foreign pol­ 
icy of practical deaUngs for peace 
as a favorable omen, professed to

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London, Feb. 24 (A5) — Prime 
Minister Chamberlain pursued 
his theories of practical bargain­ 
ing for peace today through two 
countries, Italy and Spain. 
The Earl of Perth,. British am­ 
bassador to Rome, was to confer 
at once with the premier upon 
his return to London to get in­ 
structions for carry ing on Eng- 
lish-Italian friendship talks. 
Lord Ply mouth, chairman of 
the European non-intervention 
in Spain committee, meanwhile 
continued private conferences 
with ambassadors on withdraw­ 
al of Spanish volunteers from 
the civil war armies. 
Germany was expected to ap­ 
prove the British plan for vol­ 
unteer withdrawal soon, leaving 
only Russia in the doubtful col­ 
umn. 
Meanwhile, 
opposition 
to 
Chamberlain continued its cam­ 
paign to force the new foreign 
policy to the test of a general 
election. 
Contending the swerve from 
League of Nations machinery to 
dircet bargaining with Fascist 
Italy and Germany was without 
popular mandate, the Labor par­ 
ty and trades union council led 
the opposition. 
There was demand in some 
q uarters that Anthony Eden 
who resigned as foreign secre­ 
tary because he felt dealing with 
Italy now would give the im­ 
pression Britain y ielded to pres­ 
sure, should broadcast to the na­ 
tion a defense of his action. 
Eden is to tell his side of the 
split with Chamberlain in an ad­ 
dress to his Warwickshire con­ 
stituents Friday . 
Those who 
would have the address broad­ 
cast suggested Chamberlain then 
would be given a similar oppor­ 
tunity to reply . 
Chamberlain already has told 
the House of Commons he 
agreed to friendship talks with 
Italy in Rome at Premier Mus­ 
solini’s req uest because to do 
otherwise might rouse Italian 
feeling to the point where one 
day would come the risk of war.

He failed to answer when his 
name was called three times in 
open court y esterday in accord­ 
ance with the legal death stat­ 
ute, and Judge Charles B. Staff 
declared him legally dead, thus 
bringing to three the number of 
deaths in the case still factually 
unexplained. 
Brown's brother, Leonard R. 
Brown, was appointed adminis­ 
trator of the estate. 
The my stery had its birth the 
afternoon of Dec. 15, 1930, when 
officers went to the smouldering 
armhouse of Mr. and Mrs. Lee 
Brown, Paul Brown's parents. 
Two 
charred 
bodies 
were | 
found in the farmhouse ruins 
and it first was assumed they 
were those of Mr. and Mrs. Lee 
Brown. 
Reports that the couple had 
been in the habit of keeping a 
large sum of money in the farm­ 
house caused conflicting theories 
of the origin of the fire. 
One conjecture—that Mr. and 
>irs. Brown were slain and the 
home burned in a robbery —was 
disputed by the assertion of 
medical experts, who assembled 
death evidence retrieved labori­ 
ously from the ruins and insist­ 
ed the charred bodies were those 
of two men. 
The finding, if true, gave no 
explanation of Mrs. Brown. 
None of the three Browns —

Somewhat less than the usual 
fluctuation fn cattle prices is in 
prospect for the spring months, 
both for the better grades and 
for the lower grades pf cuttle, the 
Bureau of Agricultural Bcono- 
nics said today in its current beef 
cattle situation. 
Prices of the better grades of 
slaughter steers already have de­ 
clined SO per cent from the high 
levels 
at 
which well-finished 
grain-fed steers were selling in 
late October. Early this month, 
the price spread between the best 
and the lowest grades of steers 
was much narrower than the av­ 
erage for the month in past 
y ears. 
The Bureau points out th at un­ 
less further weakness develops 
in the consumer demand for 
meats, prices of the better grades 
of slaughter cattle may not de­ 
cline much further in the next 
few months, in spite of the pros­ 
pect for larger supplies of such 
cattle in the spring and summer. 
This expectation of larger sup­ 
plies of the better cattle is based 
on incresed feed grain supplies 
compared with those of last y ear 
and on January I reports from 
Com Belt fanners and feeders. 
These reports showed about 15 
per cent more cattle in Com Belt 
feed lots than were reported on 
January I last y ear. 
Prices^ of the lower grades 
of 
steers and slaughter cows are not 
expected to change greatly dur­ 
ing the spring months, although 
they usually advance in this per­

A recent census of grizzlies 
showed th at only 67 0 rem ain in 
the United States and of this 
number about 500 are in Mon­ 
tana. There are 20 per cent fewer 
grizzlies in the nation now than 
there were 14 y ears ago.

It is too early for ju dgment u pon the v alu e of 
the Home Owners’ Loan Corporation to the na­ 
tion as one of the agencies created to reliev e 
the stress of the economic crisis, bu t it is nev er­ 
theless possible at this time to su pport the claim 
that corporation has accomplished a great, deal 
of importance. By mid-Su mmer of 1937, a total 
of $46,7 52,363, cov ered by 20,844 home mortgages, 
had been discharged, paid in fu ll, which means 
that approx imately this nu mber of home owners 
were sav ed from losing their properties. 
One of the particu larly significant phases of 
this record inv olv es the fact that v irtu ally all of 
these home owners had been carry ing standard 
three-y ear mortgages on their homes for y ears, 
renewing them repeatedly u pon their ex piration. 
Now, throu gh the operation of the Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation, they are tru ly the owners of 
their homes, free and u nencu mbered. 
A nation that can tru ly claim the distinction 
of being a nation of home-owners is fortu nate 
indeed. Apparently , the United States is being 
helped along toward this objectiv e throu gh the 
HOLC procedu re, which calls for the pay ment 
not only of interest on the mortgage bu t also of 
the principal.

CANADA AND THE BONUS 
The Canadian Legion, in conv ention at Fort 
William, Ontario, has adopted resolu tions which 
will be read with interest on this side of the bor­ 
der. The resolu tions declare that the Gov ern­ 
ment’s responsibility lies in caring for the dis­ 
abled, their dependents and the dependents of 
the fallen, and for those who, hav ing seen serv ­ 
ice in a theatre of actu al war, are now u nable, 
owing to factors arising ou t of their serv ice and 
ou t of economic distress, to obtain employ ment.
